| Enforcement of a National Minimum. 


The first principle of the Labor party—in sig- 
nificant contrast with those of the capitalist sys- 
tem, whether expressed ‘by the Liberal or the 
Conservative party—is the securing to every mem- 
ber of the cofmmunity, in good times and 
bad alike (and not only to the strong and able, 
the well-born or the fortunate), of all the requi- 


tain less than 30s ($7.50) per week. This mini 
mum of not less than 30s per week (which will 
need revision according to the level of prices) 
ought to be.the very lowest statutory base line 
for the least skilled adult workers, men or 
women, in any occupation, in all parts of the 
United Kingdom. 

But the coming industrial dislocation, which 
will inevitably follow the discharge from war 
service of half* of all the working population, 
imposes new obligations upon the community 
The demobilization and discharge of the 8,000,000 
Wage earners now being paid from public funds, 
either for service with the colors or in munition 
work and other war trades, will bring to the 
whole wage-earning class grave peril of unemploy- 
ment, reduction of wages and a lasting degrada- 
tion of the standard of life, which can be pre- 
vented only by deliberate national organiza- 
tion. The Labor party has repeatedly called 
upon the present Government to formulate its 
plan, and to make in advance all arrangements 
necessary for the coping with so unparalleled a 
dislocation. 


The policy to which the Labor party commits 


is in no sense a “‘class’’ proposal. Such an amount 
of social protection of the individual, however 
poor and lowly, from birth to death, is, as the 
economist knows, as indispensable to fruitful co- 
operation as it is to successful combination; and 
it affords the only complete safeguard against 
that insidious degradation of the standard of 
life which is the worst economic and social ca- 
lamity to which any community can be subject- 
ed. We are members one of another. No man 
Hreth to himself alone. If any, even the hum- 
blest, is made to suffer, the whole community 
and every one of us, whether or not we recog- 
nize the fact, is thereby injured. Generation after 
generation this has been the corner stone of the 
faith of Labor. It will be the guiding principle 
of any Labor government.

It has always been a fundamen- 
tal principle of the Labor party (a point on 
which, significantly enough, it has not been 
followed by either of the other political parties) 
that, in a modern industr#al community, it is 
one of the foremost obligations of the Govern- 
ment to find, for every willing worker, whether

Any 
act of his that retards or obstructs in the 
slightest degree the prosecution of this 
war is a direct blow at us, and a direct aid 
to the enemy. He seems perfectly willing 
to sacrifice Belgium, France, the United 
States, in fact the whole allied cause, and 
with it the principles and the substance of 
democracy; all this for the chimera of 
Irish freedom with Germany.ruling the 
‘world.

The latest recruit in the anti-idle man lawmak- 
ing is South Dakota. This state has had much 
trouble of recent years with I. W. W. invasions, 
riots, barn burnings, harvest sabotage and simi- 
lar unpleasant incidents. Several laws have been 
passed and have proven ineffectual. Vigilance 
committees with their doubtful legal status, have 
not been able to stop the raids. But at the recent 
special session of the Legislature, some one sug- 
gested a law that would give prosecution of va- 
grants or idlers the dignity of real cases in court. 
Instead of the small fine, the new penalty is 
$500 to $1000 and the imprisonment clause car- 
ries a maximum of 90 days.

It seemed 
to him that unless they can beat the allies now, 
which they are apparently unable to do, their chance 
of doing so at any time to come must diminish by as 
much as our own country increases its own force on 
the Western front. Socrates is very thorough, and it 
was as late as Thursday when he expressed this view. 
He wanted to make sure the Germans hadn’t some- 
thing else up their sleeve, and it was not until they 
had merely repeated their former tactics that he be- 
came satisfied upon this score. 

Mr. Antwine came back and doubled his bets on the 
allies two days before that. Not that Mr. Antwine 
is not quite as thorough as Socrates is. His is the 
process of intuition, which is much more direct. Mr. 
Antwine says the Germans might push the allied line 
all over the paper from this on and still not win the 
fight. He reminds us that they did actually do this 
twice with the Russians, and still never whipped 
them. He says that merely to push the other fellow 
this way or that by superior weight doesn’t win bat- 
tles, and that nothing but the German general staff 
would keep it up. He asked if anybody ever saw the 
allies do that, and answered that himself by saying 
that as soon as the allies find they are doing no more 
than this they always subside. This has really been 
the difference between the allied drives on the West- 
ern front and that the Germans are now making. The 
allies knew when they were no longer accomplishing 
anything, and the Germans don’t know this is ex- 
actly the case with them. Mr. Antwine says they 
are the piano-movingest-minded lot he ever saw in his 
life. 

Usually the war councils on the editorial page this 
past week have tried to make out why the allies did 
not launch a counter offensive before the Germans 
could get their heavy guns up. It was hard to recon- 
cile disappointment in that general expectation. Just 
a Minute personally thought the explanation must 
have been that the allies have never wanted to at- 
tack, but have been content to let the Germans do it. 
If this had not been the case, it seems that the allies 
would have strnck while the Germans were boasting 
of the drive they would mAke in the Spring. What 
the allies probably have found is that with the Ger- 
mans attacking in close formation the chance of re- 
ducing the man-power of the Kaiser is infinitely bet- 
ter than it would be if the allies took the offensive. 
It appears to be in the allied philosophy that the way 
to win the wards to kill Germans, and there is no 
other such chance to kill them as when they attack.

Amelita Galli-Gurci’s debut in this 
city last November at the Odeon in 
| the title role of “Lucia” and her ap- 
pearance in concert next Saturday 
night at the same auditorium, this 
| gensational prima donna has invaded 
New York, conquered its sophisticat- 
'ed musical public and provided the 
metropolis with a thrill such as it has 
)not experienced since Caruso sang 
first at the Metropolitan 15 years ago. 
No such storm of enthusiasm has 
been aroused by a woman singer since 
Mme. Luisa Tetrazzini, in 1908, made 
her American debut in ‘‘La Traviata’”’ 
at the Manhattan Opera House. 

For her concluding number Satur- 
day night the new vocal luminary 
has chosen the aria, “Ombra_ leg- 
giera’’ (Shadow Song) from Meyer- 
beer’s “Dinorah,” which was the 
weapon she chose with which to 
strike her first blow for the favor of 
‘New York. St. Louisans will there- 
| fore be able to enjoy a savor—though 
the acting will be absent—of that his- 
'torie occasions at the Lexington The- 
ater, less thamy, three months ago, 
'when Mme. Galli-Gurci made _ her 
New York debut in the title role of 
_“Dinorah,” presented by the Chicago 
| Opera Company. It was thus de- 
'scribed in the New York Times: 
“A Miracle of Song.” 

“New York waited to be assured 
of the one more thing needed, the 
'miracle of song. It came in the sec- 
'ond act, and even then it was just a 
girl playing with her shadow in the 
| moonlight, who sang the ‘Shadow 
Song.’ smiling, dancing, only momen- 
'tarily at rest as the voice each time 


took up a newer, higher flight of | 
| dazzling ease and beauty. They heard | 
-her, though, the _ silence becoming | 
| breathless in a house that had been 
'a bit noisily astir. until then, and at 
‘the close of a trill like a bird’s full- 
'throated outpouring, all the famous 
stars in town, save a few singing else- 
| where, joined with an assembly rep- 
resenting the musical taste and so- 
ciety of New York in giving the 
awaited verdict. They gave it stand- 
ing, waving arms in air, shouting and 
applauding. 

“The singer, bowing before the 
storm, came before the curtain and 
repeated part of the air, to others 
difficult or impossible; to her it was 
simply something to sing, as she had 
sung all evening, quite naturally, all 
in character, never a prima donna 
pose. She knew she could do it; she 
did it twice over, and after a 20-min- 
ute greeting that waked old memo- 
ries of this town, the town knew it, 
too. The Lexington’s battle was her 
great triumph; to call it a ‘victory,’ 
one enthusiast said, would be to | 
speak of Verdun in a nursery rhyme.” 

Other Famous Debuts. 

The musical public, seeking com- 
parisons for the diva's conquest, re- 
called the debuts of Jenny Lind in 
1860, of Patti nine years later, of 
Christine Nilsson in 1870, of Marcel- 
la Sembrich in 1883, of Lilian Nor- 
dica in the game year, of Emma 
Calve in 1893, and of Nellie Melba a 
few days later. It was the consensus 
of opinion that the new cantatrice 
had won the right to rank among 
these resplendent names. She subse- 
quently made a number of concert 
appearances in New York, and at- 
tracted such throngs that thousands 
were turned away even from the ca- 
pacious Hippodrome. 

Mme. Galli-Curci is now 28 years 
old. She was born in Milan of Ital- 
ian and Spanish parentage, her 
mother being a well-known singer. 
The girl, however, was trained as ; 
pianist. and won the gold medal at 
the Milan Conservatory. It was 
Mascagni, composer of ‘‘Cavalleria 
Rusticana,’” who advised her to study 
singing. For the most part she 
taught herself to sing, without the 
aid of a teacher. Her thorough skill 
as a pianist and musician enabled her 
to make rapid progress, and she was 
soon singing in opera in Italy, Spain 
and South America. She married 
the Marquis di Simeri, a well known 
painter. 

Even Gallo Declined Her. 

The United States being the Mecca 
of all operatic stars, she made re- 
peated attempts to gain a hearing in 
this country. She was declined at 
the Metropolitan on the advice of 
Caruso, who heard her sing in Bue- 
nos Aires, and is declared to have 
reported that she had the defect of 
singing flat. The  Boston-National 
Opera Company refused to engage 
her, and it is said. that she even ap- 
plied, but in vain, to Fortune Gallo, 
impresario of the itinerant and popu- 
lar-priced San Carlo OGpera Com-

In quite another sphere the Labor 
| party sees the key to temperance re- 
form in taking the entire manufac- 
ture and retailing of alcoholic drink 
out of the hands of those who find 
profit in promoting the utmost pos- 
sible consumption. This is essential- 
ly a case in which the people, as a 
whole, must deal with the licensing 
question in accordance with local 
opinion... For this purpose, localities 
should have conferred upon them 
facilities: (a) To prohibit the sale 
of liquor within their boundaries; 
(b) To reduce the number of licenses 
‘and regulate the conditions under 
| which they may be held; and (c) If 
'a locality decides that licenses are 
to be granted, to determine whether 
such licenses shall be under private 
or any form of public control. 

Other main industries, especially 
those now becoming monopolized, 
should be nationalized as opportunity 
offers. Moreover, the Labormparty 
holds that the municipalities should 
not confine their actrvities to the 
necessarily costly services of educa- 
tion, sanitation and police; nor yet, 
rest content with acquiring con‘rol 
of the local water, gas, electricity and 
tramways; but that every -facility 
should be afforded to them to ac- 
quire (easily, quickly and cheaply) 
all the land they require, and to ex- 
» tend their enterprises in housing and 
town planning, parks and public li- 
braries, the provision of music and 
the organization of recreation; and 
also to undertake, beside the retail- 
ing of coal, other services of com- 
mon utility, particularly the local 
supply of milk, wherever this is not 
already fully organized by a co-op- 
erative society. 


Controt of Capitalist Industry. 


| Meanwhile, however, we ought not 

to throw away the valuable experi- 
ence now gained by the Government 
in its assumption of the importation 
of wheat, wool, metals and other 
commodities, and in its control of the 
shipping, woolen, leather, clothing, 
boot and shoe, milling, baking, 
butchering, and other industries. The 
Labor party--holds that, whatever 
may have been the shortcomings of 
this Government importation and 
control, it has demonstrably  opbre- 
vented a lot of “profiteering.’’ Nor 
can it end immediately on the dec- 
laration of peace. 

The people will be extremely foo!- 
ish if they ever allow their indispen- 
sable industries to slip back into the 
unfettered control of private capi- 
talists, who are, actually at the in- 
stance of the Government itself, now 
rapidly combining, trade by trade, 
into .monopolst trusts, which may 
presently become as ruthless in their 
extortion as the worst American ctx- 
amples. Standing as it does for the 
democratic control of industry, the 
Labor party would think twice be- 
fore it sanctioned any abandonment 
'of the present. profitable centraliza- 
tion of purchase of ,raw material; of 
the-*pPresent carefully organized ‘‘ra- 
tioning,’’ by joint committees of the 
trades concerned, of the several °s- 
tablishments with the materials they 
requif®; of the present elaborate sys-

They succeeded in 
doing this on Wednesday night and 
at Motdidier, or just outside of it, 


but in this time, the Germans had got | 


85 miles west of their starting place 
at St. Quentin. 

Now the German strategy had con.. 
ceived that once a gap between the 
‘British and the French had been 
opened, then the advance of the vic- 
tors would be so rapid that there 
never could be a reunion between the 
two ends of the allied armies. When 
this reunion did occur, at Montdidier, 
March 27, the only chance of imme- 
diate and complete German victory 
was to break down the grip of the 
two armies before it had become 
fast. This explained the severe fight- 
ing from Montdidier north to Albert 
in the next few days. But from 
Wednesday to Monday the grip held 
and there was no further consider- 
able German push westward. 

Go backward to the “race to the 
gea"’ and the parallel is illustrated. 
Then French and British armies were 
pushing rapidly to the north toward 
the sea, facing German armies which 
were doing the same. Meanwhile a 
Belgian army was coming south 


4 ' along the coast toward Nieuport fol- 


lowed by a stronger German army. 
The problem ther was whether or 
not the Germans could interpose be- 
tween the two allied forces and pre- 
vent their flanks meeting to form a 
solid front from the sea to Switzer- 
land. The Belgians, the British and 
the French were able to join hands 
about Ypres and form the line. Then 
because the line was very thin, the 
Germans sought to break it, and al- 
most succeeded in the desperate bat- 
tle of Ypres. 

If you think of the German meth- 
od and strategy in its larger aspects 
as confined to two purposes, first to 
break a hole 50 miles wide in the 
British front, where it touched the 
French, and then, driving great 
masses through this hope to separate 
the British and the French perma- 
nently and drive the British north- 

* ward and away from the French, you 
have the thing in its simplest form. 
After six days the French and British 
joined hands in front of the German 
wedge and it was stopped. 

To effect this reunion, after they 
had saved themselves from immedi- 
ate ruin, incidental to the British 
defeat and disaster about St. Quen- 
tin was the main purpose of allied 
strategy. 

Reserves Required to Hold Line. 

By the time the allies had restored 
the continuity of their line the Ger- 
mans had advanced so fast and so 
far, outrunning their heavy guns and 
munitions, that they were unable to 
break the thin line which held the 
two ends of the allies’ lines together. 
From Wednesday

HAD DAY FOR ROBBERY 
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16 Persons in Hiding, Promised 
Safe Conduct for Giving Up 
of Arms, Shot and Beaten. 


COPENHAGEN, March 10 (By A. 
P.).—The terror inspired among the 
defenseless people of Helsingfors by 
the murders and outrages commit- 
ted by the Red Guard in the first 
days of the revolution in Finland is 
graphically described in a diary 

K written on the spot by a Swedish 
ular aw tate tee to pong as Ys refugee. The account received here 
mentions that one of the victims of 
the massacres in the Finnish capital 
was Virkunen, a well-know Finnish 
athlete. The diary reads in part: 

‘Sunday—tThis afternoon the Red 
Guards took possession of the Hels- 
ingfors railway station. Soon after- 
ward they seized all printing estab- 
lishments, newspaper offices and 
banks. The revolution was carried 
through with a rapidity and energy 
which completely overpowered the 
existing authorities. 


“Monday—The morning was com- 
paratively quiet, but early in the aft- 
ernoon serious disturbances began. 
Shots were fired against the Hotel 
Kaemf, and immediately afterward 
the Red Guard began bombarding 
Gronquist’s Stone House on the pre- 
text that shots had been fired from 
there. The leader of the Red Guards, 
a tall man in oilskins, stood in the 
market place and directed the fir- 
ing. Four thousand shots were 
fired in half an hour, without reply, 
the object apparently being to spread 
terror, in which respect it succeeded 
completely. 

Famous Athlete Murdered. 

*Tuesday—The new ‘Government’ 
was proclaimed today. The Minis- 
ters, except for three well-known 
Reds, are perfect nonenities. The 
Diet has been swept away and the 
Soviet formed, consisting of 35 mem- 
bers. <A proclamation decrees the 
seizure of all capital. The books of 
all private banks are taken over, 
and no person is allowed to draw 
more than 5600 marks a week. All 
deposits over 10,000 marks are con- 
fiscated. Another proclamation 
states that it is prohibited to collect 
house rent, that anyone found in 
possession of arms after 24 hours 
will be shot. 

“Wednesday—Unoffeding persons 
are being murdered by the score. 
The editor of a local newspaper, A. 
R. Frenckell, has been murdered in 
cold blood, as also Virkunen, the 
Finnish athlete, who was_editor of 
the Finnish Athletic News. The 
leaders soon found that their follow- 
ers could not be curbed. The elite 
of the Red Guard consists largely of 
bandits, escaped convicts, criminals, 
thieves and assassins, reinforced by 
unscrupulous.scum from the Rus- 
sian fleet. In the police stations the 
control is in the hands of rogues. 
An illiterate postman has been ap- 
pointed Director of the Postal Serv- 
ice and a Russian brakeman is Di- 
rector-General of Railways. 

All control of the mob is slipping 
from the hands of the leaders. The 
death standard has bcen hoisted over 
what was formerly the officers’ ca- 
sino and on all vessels in the port, 
indicating that further massacres 
are in store. 

Day of “Dispossesskon.”’ 

“Thursday—TIw. members of the 
Diet, a lawyer named Mikola and a 
clergyman named Beck, were shot. 
Five other members were taken pris- 
onefr and probably have been killed. 
Four hundred members of the White 
Guard have been slain and countless 
murders have been committed in the 
houses, where people of all ages 
have been tortured and killed under 
forms impossible to describe. 

“Friday—Senator Stahlberg§ ar- 
rested and presumably shot. Today 
was a day devoted to wholesale rob- 
bery, or, as the Red Guards call it, 
‘Dispossession.’ 

“Among the many purposccless 
murders, that of the young student 
Hijelt is worthy of mention. His fa- 
ther had died a natural death at 
Kerava, and he went to the little 
town to bring his father’s body to 
Helsingfors for burial. At Kerava 
he was shot ,although he explained 
why he had come. Later on, some 
of the Red Guards realized that they 
had committed an unusually shame- 
ful deed, and sent a representative 
around to apologize to the family. 
explaining that the young man had 
been ‘shot by mistake,’ and it was 
really somebody else who should 
have been killed. Again and again 
the same excuse is made for the mur- 
der of unoffending persons.

PARIS, April 6—(By A. P.).— 
Heavy fighting has taken place in the 
Oise and Somme regions, but all the 
powerful German attacks today were 
repelled by the French troops, except 
on the left bank of the Oise, where 
the French were forced to withdraw 
to positions previously prepared, ac- 
cording to the War Office announce- 
ment tonight.

“The artillery -action was violent 
on the front of the Oise and the 
Somme. The enemy this morning 
delivered a strong attack or our po- 
sitions between Mesnil-St. Georges 
and Monchel.

Tnhans on the Abbecourt front, south 
of Chauny and at Barisis. Our 
troops resisted on the lines-of the 
advance posts, ind, after having ir- 
flicted heavy losses on the enemy, 
proceeded to occupy in conformity 
with orders reecived, prepared posi- 
tions. 

“In the Argonne, in the region of 
St. Mihiel and Ban de Sapt, consid- 
erable uctivity was displayed by both 
urtilleries.”’

without change in the situation, and 
engagements between small bodies of 
troops at different points,” says Field 
Marshal Haig’s report from France 
tonight. “The hostile artillery ,con-

“At least 10 German divisions are 
known to have been engaged in the 
enemy's unsuccessful attacks yester- 
day north of the Somme and_ the 
fighting was very severe on many 
points of this front as far north as 
Bucquoy.”’

the far-famed destroyers,  battle- 
ships, cruisers, submarines, gunboats, 
coast guard cutters, converted 
yachts tugs and other auxiliaries, is 
Cperating in the war zone.

TAKE PRISONERS 


Counter Barrage Checks Enemy 
Northwest of Toul and Two 
Men Are Captured.

I have not come, there- 
fore, to urge the loan. I have 
come only to give you, if I can, a 
more vivid conception of what it 
is for. 

“The reasons for this great war, 
the reason why it had to come, the 
need to fight it through. and the 
issues that hang upon its outcome, 
are more clearly disclosed now 
than ever before. It is easy to 
see just what this particular loan 
means, because the cause we are 
fighting for stands more sharply 
revealed than|at any previous 
crisis of the momentous struggle. 
The man who knows least can 
now see plainly how the cause of 
justice stands and what the imper- 
ishable thing is he is asked to in- 
vest in. Men in America may be 
more sure than they ever were be- 
fore that the cause is their own, 
and that, if it should be lost, their 
own great nation’s place and mis- 
sion in the world would be lost 
with it. 

“T call you: to witness, my fel- 
fow-countrymen, that at no stage 
of this terrible business have I 
judged the purposes of Germany 
intemperately. I should be 
ashamed in the presence of af- 
fairs so grave, so fraught with the 

destinies of mankind threughout 
all the world, to speak with trucu- 
lence, to use the weak language 
of hatred or vindictive purpose. 
We must judge as we would be 
judged. I have sought to learn 
the objects Germany has in this 
war from mouths of her own 
spokesmen, and to deal as frankly 
with them as I wished them to 
deal with me. I have laid bare 
our own ideals, our Gwn purposes, 
without reserve or doubtful 
phrase, and have asked them to 
say as plainly what it is that they 
seek. 

“Proposed No Injustice.” 

We have ourselves proposed no 
injustice, no aggression. We are 
ready whenever the final reck- 
oning is made to be just to the 
people, deal fairly with 
the German Power, as with all 
others. There can be no differ- 
ence between peoples in the final 
judgment, if it is, indeed, to be 
a righteous judgment. To propose 
anvthing but justice, even-handed 
and dispassionate justice, to Ger- 
many at any time, whatever the 
outcome of the war, would be to 
renounce and dishonor our own 
cause. For we ask nothing that 
we are not willing to accord.

often seem to deny their own 
meaning, but with as much plain- 
ness as he thought prudent—that 
he believed that peace should be 
based upon the principles which 
we had declared would be our own 
in the final settlement. At Brest- 


Litovks her cjvilian. delegates 
spoke in similar terms; professed 
their desire to conclude a fair 
peace and accord to the peoples 
with whose fortunes they were 
dealing the right to choose their 
own allegiance. But action ac- 
companied and followed the pro- 
fession. Their military masters, 
the men who act for Germany and 
exhibit her purpose in execution, 
proclaimed a very different con- 
clusion. We cannot mistake what 
they have done—=in Russia, in Fin- 
land, in the Ukraine, in Rumania. 
The real test of their justice and 
fair play has come. From this we 
may judge the rest. They are en- 
joying in Russia a cheap triumph 
in which no brave or gallant na- 
tion can long take pride. A great 
people, helpless by their own act, 
lies for the time at their mercy. 
Their fair professions are forgot- 
ten. They nowhere set up justice, 
but everywhere impose _§ their 
power and exploit everything for 
their own use and aggrandize- 
ment; and the peoples of con- 
quered provinces are invited to be 
free under their dominion. 

Would Do Same Thing in West. 

‘Are we not justified in believ- 
ing that they would do the same

If, when they have felt 
their check to be final, they should 
propose favorable and equitable

“Their purpose is undoubtedly 
to make all the Slavic peoples, all 
the free and ambitious nations of 
the Baltic peninsula, all the lands 
that Turkey has dominated and 
misruled, subject to their will and 
amhition and build up on that 
dominion an empire of force up- 
on which they fancy that they can 
then erect an empire of gain and 
commercial supremacy—an em- 
pire as hostile to the Americas as 
to the Europe which it will over- 
awe—an empire which will ulti- 
mately master Persia, India and 
the peoples of the far East. In 
such a program our ideals, the 
ideals of justice and humanity and 
liberty, the principle of the free- 
self-determination of nations upon 
which all the modern world in 
sists, can play no part. They are 
rejected for the ideals of power; 
tor the principle that the strong 
must rule the weak; that trace 
must follow the flag, whether 
those to whom it is taken welcome 
it or not, that the peoples of the 
world are to be made subject to 
the patronage and overlordship of 
those who have power to enforce 
it. 

“That program once carried out, 
America and all who care or dare 
to stand with her must arm and 
prepare themselves te contest the 
mastery of the world, a mastery in 
which the rights of common men, 
the rights of womén and of all who 
are weak, must for the time being 
be trodden under foot and disre- 
garded and the old, age-long strug- 
gle for freedom and right begin 
again at its beginning. Everything 
that America has lived for and 
loved and grown great to vindi- 
cate and bring to a glorious re- 
alization will have fallen in utter 
ruin and the gates of mercy once 
more pitilessly shut upon mankind. 

“The thing is preposterous and 
impossible; and yet is not..that 
what the whole course and action 
of the Gérman afmies has meant 
wherever they have moved? I do 
not wish, even in this moment of 
utter disillusionment to judge 
harshly or unrighteously. I judge 
only what the German arms have 
accomplished with unpitying thor- 
cughness throughout every fair 
region they have touched. 

Ready to Discuss Peace. 

“What, then, are we todo? For 
myself, I am ready, ready still, 
ready even now, to discuss a fair 
and just and honest peace at any 
time that it is sincerely proposed 
—a peace in which the strong and 
the weak shall fare alike. But the 
answer, when I proposed such a 
peace, came from the German 
commanders in Russia and I can- 
not mistake the meaning of that 
answer. 

“T accept the challenge. I know 
that you accept it. All the world 
shall know that you accept it. It 
shall appear in the utter sacrifice 
and self-forgetfulness with which 
we shall give all that we love and 
all that we have to redeem the 
world and make it fit for free men 
like ourselves to live in. This 
is the meaning of all that we do.

Miners’ Union Officials Tell of 
Failure to Meet Them After 
‘Trouble Wednesday Night.

“Moses Johnson, district board 
member of the United Mine Work- 
ers, and James Fornero, president 
of the Maryville miners’ union, in 
a* written statement issued last 
nffht, gave the circumstances which 
led to the lynching by a mob of Rob- 
eft Paul Prager, German enemy 
alien, at Collinsville, early Friday 
nforning. 

rager, according to the state- 
meent, had been under suspicion by 
tie Maryville coal miners for some 
time, on account of utterances he 

reported to have made. Wednes- 
day evening Johnson and Fornero 
nret him near the Maryville mine, 
and they said that Prager stated 
that the United States went out of 
its way to enter the war and that 
Germany was fighting for a right- 
eous cause and would win. 

Some miners= who heard him 
threatened him and Johnson and 
Fornero took him to the trolley sta- 
tion and telephoned to the Collins- 
ville police to meet them at the “Y” 
station at Collinsville. When they ar- 
riv lice were there. Prager, 
they said, there proclaimed himself 
a Socialist and aroused the anger of 
some miners. To avert trouble John- 
son and Fornero said they took Pra- 
ger to the back room of the ‘“‘Suburb- 
an Y¥” saloon and left him there in 
charge of two other men and went to 
the Collinsville police station and 
asked that he be taken in charge. 
The police, they say, refused, stating 
that there were no charges against 
him. 

Planned for Protection. 

Johnson and Fornero say they then 
took Prager home and Johnson made 
an appointment to meet Prager the 
next day at the Sheriff's office in Ed- 
wardsville to discuss taking steps for 
-his protection. Johnson says he went 
to the Sheriff's office, but that Pra- 
ger, instead of keeping the appoint- 
ment, went to Maryville and distrib- 
uted the “prociamation”’ which they 
say started the trouble that ended in 
his death. ; 

In the proclamation Prager com- 
plained that he had been kept out 
of work, for which he blamed For- 
nero, who, he said, called him a liar 
and a German spy and had tried to 
have him arrested and tried to “have 
an angry mob deal with me.” In re- 
gard to his loyalty he said: “I am 
heart and soul for the good old U. 
S.A. I am of German birth, which 
accident I cannot help, and also 
have declared my intention of U. S. 
citizenship.”’ 

Fornero denies 
Prager a Tiar. 

Prager, according to Johnson and 
Fornero, had previouBly asked a 
Russian miner what effect an ex- 
plosion in the mine would have on 
the air in the mine. Suspicion was 
also strengthened, they say, by the 
discovery that he had not told the 
truth when he said that he had 
worked in the mines in Germany for 
several years. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of the statement, signed 
by Johnson and Fornero, and given 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, follows: 

“To the public: 

“In accordance with our promises 
as representatives of the miners, we 
make the following statement rela- 
tive to the unfortunate occurrence of 
the lynching of Mr. Prager: 

“We wish to state, first, that we 
hate had his (Prager’s) case under 
investigation and had conferences 
with him which led us and other par- 
ties and officials to believe that he 
Was either a German spy or a man 
who would be injurious to the mining 
industry and unsafe in the mines—in 
other words, an enemy of the coun- 
try which he was supposed to serve.

Collinsville Mayor Let 
‘Mob Into Jail, Thinking 
Prager Had Been Removed 


| 


Statement on Circumstances of Lynching Thurs- 
day Night—Says Prisoner Was Found 
After Many Had Left Building. 


Statements of the circumstances 
.nder which Robert Paul Prager was 
taken from the Collinsville jail when 
it was guarded by three armed po- 


licemen and afterward iyncned, were 
obtained yesterday by a Post-Dis- 
r: tech reporter from Mayor VJ. H. 
Siegel, Chief of Police Tony Staten 
and the three policemen. 

Mayor Siegel said: “When I first 
heard that there was trouble I saw 
the crowd on Main street. It was 
about 10 o’clock Thursday night. 
They had Prager and were making 
him march and kiss the flag. He had 
been ordered to sing ‘The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.’ He could not sing 
that, but was singing ‘We'll Fight 
for the Red, White and Blue,’ to the 
twne of ‘Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean.’ There wasn’t any harm in 
that, so I went on up to my office 
two blocks away. 

“Then the police came and took 
Prager away, but I saw that the 
crowd was still standing around and 
I went back. They were talking 
about what ought to be done to all 
German spies. I talked to them an 
told them to go on home. Some 
started to go, when a man I didn’t 
know, but who, I think, was a Ma- 
ryvilie miner, said: ‘Oh, let’s go on 
up to the jail and get him. This 
man and others that I took to be 
Maryville miners started toward the 
city hall, in’which is the jail. I took 
a short cut and got there first. 

Let Men Enter Cells. 

“The crowd kept increasing on the 
lawn until it was pretty big. There 
was a good deal of talk against pro- 
Germans. I went out on the steps 
and talked quite awhile. Someone 
tan arou:id from the other side of 
the city hall and said: ‘He’s gone; 
they have taken him away.’ I went 
to the cell room and Prager was not 
there. I went out in front again 
and told the men that they might as 
* ell go home, as Federal officers 
rad taken the man away to East St. 
Louis. 

“A man in the crowd cried: “We 
don’t believe you.’ I said: ‘Well, 
if you don’t: believe me, come on in 
and see for yourself.” The man 
came in and the crowd followed and 
filled the cell room. There was one 
prisoner there. They made him stand 
up and saw that he was not Prager: 
I opened the doors of all the offices 
and showed them that he was not 
there. Then I went into the Chief's 
office, where the three policemen 
were. The crowd came in and de- 
hounced us as disloyalists and said 
that we were no better than German 
spies or we wouldn’t have sneaked 
the man away. 

Prager Taken From Hiding Place. 

“They went out in groups until 
only a few were left in the build- 
ing. I went to the engine house 
next door, around which the crowd 
lingered. There was talk about get- 
ting four or five others, whose names 
were mentioned. A man came from 
the city hall and said: ‘They have 
found him and taken him away.’ I 
ran back to the city hall. 

“By that time the crowd was three 
blocks away. I told the policemen 
to follow and try to persuade them 
not to harm the man. I didn’t think 
that they Intended to harm him, but 
if the police had fired one shot into 
the crowd the whole town would

“TI figured that the only way to 
handle the situation was with’ kid 
gloves, but I really thought that the 
man had been taken away or I would 
not have let them into the jail in the 
first place. There were two or three 
doors into the basement, where Pra- 
ger had been hidden, and these were 
not locked. I think most of the 
crowd went in that way. I don't 
know whether the police resisted. I 
am making an investigation to find 


out. 
“At the time of the East St. Louis 


tee of 20 men. In the early part of 
the trouble I had the police call up 
the members of the committee, but 
the telephone service was very bad 
and it was not until after midnight 
that 10 of them appeared. They 
were armed. I sent them to guard 
the homes of men whose names had 
been mentioned. I have made very 
thorough ‘preparations to prevent 
any further trouble. There are 
armed guards all around and any- 
body who starts anything won’t last 
three minutes. 

Says He Has Names of Lynchers. 

“After Prager was lynched I stayed 
around most of the night. I was 
afraid they would try to get others. 
I am in favor of vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the men who committed the 
crime. I have the names of a num- 
ber of men who were implicated and 
will give them to the prosecuting of- 
ficials.’’ 

Statement of Chief of Police. 

Chief Staten, who was not at the 
city hall when Prager was permitted 
to fall into the hands of the mob, 
made the following statement to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter of the cir- 
cumstances, as he gathered them by 
an investigation afterward: : 

“After the crowd had been tolc 
that Prager had been removed 
from the jail we thought the trouble 
was all over. They seemed to take 
our word for it and went away. 
Three policemen sat in the police 
station office on the first floor of 
the city hall and in full view of the 
street. It was thought. this would 
convince the crowd that Prager 
had been taken away. 

“About an hour later 100 men en- 
tered the police station and told the 
three policemen they wanted to in- 
spect the cell room. They did this.’ 
There was one prisoner in the jail 
and they made-him stand up to see 
if he was Prager. They weng back 
to the station room and said they 
were not convinced that Prager was 
not in the building. They found the 
door of the Supervisor's office locked 
and Policeman Sutchek opened it to 
show them Prager was not there. 
The crowd continued to move about, 
trying the doors. 

“Nobody opened the basement for 
the crowd. It had been purposely 
left unlocked, so-as not to cause sus- 
picion if the crowd tried it. The 
three policemen could not restrain 
100 men when they opened that door 
and went into the basement. 

“In one way I believe it is a good 
thing they got Prager. If he had 
been spirited away by the police i 
believe the mob would have vented 
its rage by hanging two or three Col- 
linsville persons who have been sus- 
pected of disloyalty.”

Pohl was locked up 32 days because 
Prager reported him when he ob- 
jected to Prager displaying an 
American flag. Pohl, however, was 
not interned, as has been erroneous- 
ly stated.

Valiso says that 
several times a woman wearing dia- 
monds and beautiful clothes’’ called 
on Prager, accompanied by a man.

Referring to Col. Roosevelt’s state- 
ment, Senator Overman said: 

“If Mr. Roosevelt has courage and 
love of truth, he will apologize to the 
Judiciary Committee (which con- 
sidered the bill) and the people of 
the United States. I think all Sen- 
ators will bear me out that there is 
not a word of truth in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s statement. Never at any time 
was such an amendment considered 
by the committee. Mr. Roosevelt 
probably was misinformed. But I 
call it to his attention and if he has 
his old-time manhood and truth 
left in him, he will apologize.” 

Senator Smoot of Utah, Repub- 
lican, pointed out that the Associat- 
ed Press, on April 2, sent out the re- 
port on which Roosevelt based his 
criticism. 

“I find it was sent by the Asso- 
ciated Press and given them by 
someone—a clerk—of the Judiciary 
Committee,” said Senator Smoot. 

‘Then my language regarding Col. 
Roosevelt applies to the Associated 
Press, or any other newspaper pub- 
lishing this,’’ retorted Senator Over- 
man. 

“The language used by the Asso- 
ciated Press is exactly the language 
in the bill, as reported to the Sen- 
ate, except for the words “The Pres- 
ident of the United States,” replied 
Senator Smoot. 

Senator Overman said the com- 
mittee’s chief clerk denied giving 
out the language. 

Suggesting that Senator Overman 
had been “rather severe’’ on the As- 
sociated Press, Senator Kellogg oeaf 
Minnesota said: “It's surprisi 
that this created.no sensation until 
Col. Roosevelt wrote about it.” 

The words “The President of the 
United States’”’ appeared in the draft 
given to the Associated Press, -but 
did not appear when the measure 
was printed for consideration. Ap- 
parently they had been eliminated. 

An attack upon the Kansas City 
Star was made by Senator Reed of 
Missouri, who declared he thought 
“the attitude of that paper towards 
the Government ought to be con- 
sidered at this time.” 

Disclaiming that he was defending 
the former President, Senator Var- 
daman of Mississippi declared Col. 
Roosevelt “has said some things 
that every citizen should make part 
of. his political creed.”

“At the very outset, the railroads 
can be eliminated from all consider- 
ation.

Alonzo Boren of Herrin, Ill., Ar- 
rested on Indictment by Fed- 
eral Grand Jury at Cairo. 


Alonzo Boren, Postmaster at Her- 
rin, lll., was arrested yesterday fol- 
lowing his indictment Friday by a 
Federal grand jury on a charge of 


embezzlement of mail matter. 

The indictment resulted from the 
disappearance, Feb. 14, of a regis- 
tered package containing $15,000, 
mailed by the Third. National Bank 
of St. Louis to the City National 
lank of Herrin, while in the custody 
of the Postmaster. The money was 
in bills of $10 and $20 denomina- 
tions. 

At the time of the disappearance 
of the money, Postmaster Boren said 
he -had reteived the package about 
9 o'clock in the morning and placed 
it in the safe in his private office. 
He shut the door of the safe, he said, 
but did not lock it. Later in the day, 
when a messenger from the Herrir: 
bank called for the package and he 
went to get it from the safe, hf dis- 
covered it had been removed Afte- 
his arrest he repeated this story as 
his only knowledge of the money. 

The Postmaster, after his arrest, 
was taken to Cairo, where his bond 
was fixed at $20,000. 

Boren is married and the father of 
a son and daughter, 19 and 16 years 
old. respectively. 

The testimony on which the indict- 
ment against Boren was returned 
was given to the grand jury chiefly 
by Postoffiee.4inspectors, who had 
been investigating the disappear- 
ance of the money for more than a 
month.

While eggs are often called, and 

rightly, the “foundation” of the poul- 

try industry, rather than the meat 
of fowls, the reverse is true of pige- 
ons which are kept commercially.

tic fowls. They-are kept on the roofs

At four weeks of age the average 
squab may attain a live weight of 
three-quarters of a pound or more. 
A good pair will produce six or 


In the 
height of the producing season the 
female will leave the young in the 
nest to the care of the male and will 
resume laying and the incubation of 
a new pair. 

Most squab raising is done in cities 
or suburbs. Of course, the farmer 
has an advantage in squab raising. 
them. They can be raised ‘‘free’’ on 
farms If raised in large numbers 
they may do damage to new crops 
if allowed freedom. Homers. are 
used more commonly than other 
pigeons in squab raising. They are 
of good size, are hardy and easily 
handled. 


A mixture of oats and cracked

(on it, Feed a little more beef scrap

LABOR CONCILIATOR 
TODEALFIRST WITH 
WAGNER TROUBLE 


Plan Outlined in Report of Union 
Committee at Washington 
Conference.

The labor situation at Wagner 


Electric Manufacturing Co., 64100 
Plymouth avenue, where 3000 em- 
ployes’ went on strike March 6 for 
recognition of the union re- 
turned to work March 18 on certain 
promises made by Maj. W. C. Rog- 
ers of the Ordnance Department, 
who was sent here to end the strike, 
will receive the first attention of 
Maj. James Tole, Ordnance Depart- 


and 


ment, who succeeds Maj. Rogers as 
mediator in this city, and Oscar F. 
Nelson, concilfator’ of thé Depari- 
ment of Labor. 


This announcement was made in 
the report of the St. Louis labor of- 
ficials who went to Washington a 
week ago to protest against Maj. 
Rogers’ methods to end strikes in 
this city and to get a clear definition 
of the rights of workingmen in re- 
lation to trades unionism. The ccom- 
mittee returned Friday night. 

Mai. Rogers’ removal from St. 
Louis was demanded by B. F. Larb, 
business agent of the Machinists’ 
Union, who telegraphed the War De- 
partment that Maj. Rogers had not 
kept promises that he would guar- 
antee there would be no discrimina- 
tion against Wagner employes after 
they returned to work. Local labor 
leaders charged that the Wagner 
company discharged some employcs 
and reduced others from foremen 
to benchmen for their activity in 
persuading other employes to join 


the union. 

The St. Louis Labor Committee, in 
its report submitted yesterday, states 
that all strikes now effective and 
any others impending are to be set- 
tled in accordance with the agree- 
ment reached by the War Labor 
Roard. The committee met at Metal 
Workers’ Union headquarters, 810 
Chestnut street. 

Report of Committee. 


The report in full follows: 

“The committee selected at the 
conference held on March 28 and 
£9 to visit Washington for the pur- 
pose of discussing the general peace 
pact which Maj. Ragers attempted to 
establish between the employers and 
labor unions in this city, under which 
organized labor would have surren- 
dered its freedom of organization, 
and also for the purpose of dealing 


with the problems confronting the 


Wagner Electric employes, beg to re- 
port as follows: 

“Conferences were held with the 
War Department, being represented 
by Dean Schneider, and the Labor 
lL_epartment represented by Mr. Ma- 
huny, and Secretary Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor. Maj. 
Rogers and Conciliator Oscar F. Nel- 
son were also present at the confer- 
ence. 

“The entire situation relating to 
the strikes which are effective, the 
impending strikes, and the unsatis- 
factory condition at the Wagner 
plant, was covered very fully, and the 
conclusion is to the effect that the 
Wagner situation will receive first at- 
tention with the end in view that 
this situation shal! be attended prop- 
erly in accordance with the under- 
standing reached between Maj. Rog- 
ers and the organizations interested 
in said plant. 

Rogers’ Plan Abandoned. 
“The peace pact plan as proposed 
by Maj. Rogers on Saturday, March 
23, which proved very unsatisfactory 
to 'abor, shall be abandoned. 

“The strikes and all other difficul- 
ties affecting our industrial life in 
this city will receive attention, each 
case to be attended separately as cir- 
‘cumstances will permit. 

“During our stay in Washington, 
we secured official copies of the 
“Principles and PolHcy to Govern Re- 
lations Between Workers and Em- 
plovers in War Industries for the 
Duration of the War.”’ 

This program also is intended to 
govern relations of employer and em- 
ployes in industries not recognized as 
war industries. 

“During our asence we were ad- 
vised that the employers took the 
position that they were decognizing 
the principles as laid down in this 
document, but, as usual, during our 
experience with certain employers 
who have little regard for the truth, 
portions of the program were quoted 
and the part directly affecting the 
relations between employer and em- 
ploye, when the latter is affiliated 
with a labor union, was purposely 
omitted. 


Change in Board’s Plan. 
“Section 2 of the second paragraph, 
entitled ‘Existing Conditions,’ refers 
to establishemtns where union and 
nonunion workers work together, 
and where the employer meets with 
employes or representatives engaged 
in said establishments, the continu- 
ance of such conditions shall not be 
deemed a grievance. This sentence 
has been quoted by some employers 
as supporting their refusal to treat 
with labor representatives. This 
sentence in the program as prepared 
by the governmental committee of 
union representatives and employers 
was supplemented and provides: 

“"This declaration, however, {fs 
not intended in any manner to 
deny the right or discourage the 
practice of the formation of labor 
unions or the joining of the same 


by the workers in said establish- 
ments as guaranteed in the last 
paragraph, nor to prevent the 
War Labor Board from urging or 
any umpire from granting under 
the machinery here provided, im- 
provement of their situation in the 
matter of wages, hours of labor, or 
other conditions as shall be found 
desirable from time to time.’ 

Insist on Right to Ogranize. 
“The last paragraph as indicated 
obove refers to the paragreph enti- 
tled ‘Rights to Organize.’ This par- 
vgraph defines the rights of laboring 
people as follows: 

“"Te right of workers, to or- 
ganize in trade unions and to bar- 
gain, collectively, through chosen 
representatives, is recognized and 
affirmed. This shall not be denied, 
abridged or interfered with by the 
employers in any manner what- 
sover.’ 

‘This completes the report of your 
committee, which we feel fully vin- 
dicates our position. 

‘‘Maj. Rogers will not return to 
this city, but the War Departmen: 
will be represented by Maj. James 
Tole, and the Labor Department will 
be represented by Mr. Nelson and 
David Berjamin.”’ 

The report was signed by Joseph 
E. Woracek, president of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union; R. T. 
Wood, president of the Missouri Fed- 
eration of Labor; B. F. Lamb, busi- 
ness agent of the Machinists’ Union, 
and O. E. Jennings, business agent 
cf the Electrical Workers’ Union,

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OW many very 
persons have been de- 
nounced as  slugeards 
because of their predi- 
lection for the reclining 
posture! Mark Twain 
was the most conapicu- 

ous rebel against this prejudice. Expo- 
nents of the strenuous life were horrified, 
and fell back on the old excuse of the in- 
comprehensible eccentricities of genius, 
witen he revealed the ~hameful fact that 
he wrote most of his novels while lying abjectly in bed, 
enhancing his supineness by whiffing incessantly at a 
big black cigar! 
But the incorrigible Mark, following stubbornly his 
own preferences, seents now to have been uncon- 
sciously scientific. Comes for his vindication Dr A. 
G. Pohlman of St. Louis with a paper read recently 
before the St. Louis Medical Society, under the title 
of “Some Disadvantages of the Upright Posture.” This 
physician is human enough to admit that the paper 
had more appropriately been called “A Defense of 
Lying Abed.” Solace for the beloved shade of Mark 
Twain may be extracted from the thorny language 
of the peroration—if so rhetorical an epithet may be 
applied to a doctor’s exhortation—of Dr. Pohlman’s 
thesis: 
“The body follows the mind at a very respectful 
distance, and to all intents and purposes functions 
~Wery well in health; but in disease the disadvantages 
of standing on our hind legs assert themselves, and we 
reckon gravity as a foe which may be eliminated by 
placing the person on the horizontal. Blood pressur? 
will drop, respiration will be freer, the traction on the 
digestive tract will cease, and the thousand and cn> 
little worries, which under normal conditions would 
never be noticed, will be eliminated.”’ 
The author illustrates the primitiveness of man’s 
faculty for walking upright by the analogy of a drunk- 
en man, who, he avers, loses his faculties in the re- 
verse ratio of their acquisition in the process of evo- 
lution. His latest accomplishment is a moral nature. 
so that this is the first to be lost under the influence 
of alcohol. Then he sheds his speech into incoherence, 
then he forfeits his equilibrium, and next he loses the 
power of speech. Only at this stage does he begin to 
go on all fours; and the phenomena which follow— 
blindness and deafness-—-prove only that these senses 
were evolved before man learned to stand upright. 


The complaints of pestprandial orators that their 
jests are not appreciated is not due, <ccording to our 
expert, so much to cerebral dullness as to the fact 
that under such circumstances it hurts us to laugh. 
A greatly enhanced pepularity of after-dinner wheezes 
would result, it is hinted, if the listeners would re- 
Heve themselves “by lying directly on the abdomen, 
after the manner of the pig.” The much-defamed 
after-dinner cigar is defended on the ground that, 
even if its use does not compel the smoker to lie down, 
at least it compels him to the compromise of sitting 
in quietude. 

Our authority, with a glance at anthropology, con- 
cedes that the upright posture has resulted in certain 
undeniable advantages. In the first place, it has freed 
the hands from the function of locomotion and made 
them available for the uses of industry and art. But 
only think of the unintended burden placed on the 
feet, nature’s purpose with which was by no means 
that of supporting unaided the weight of the entire 
bedy. It is this unjustifiable burden, that of making 
two legs do the work of four, which results in broken 
arches, corns and bunions! 

But the most important handicaps of the upright 
pesition, Dr. Pohiman avers, are to be found in the 
effects upon the organs of vision, respiration and di- 
gestion. Why, he demands triumphantly, do we lie 
down when we are ill, and why do the majority of 
mankind—save in war—die in a recumbent posture? 
It is because, in hours of 

stress, we revert to the position

close, the jaw fall and the nostrils snore. The eyes are 
much affecteds by the upright position of the body, 


says Dr. Pohlman. “The point I would Oobring 
out,” he says, “is an explanation of why the 
eyes roll up and out during sleep and death. Is this 


the tendency of a so-called balanced organ to return 
to the animal normal? We can account for the rolling 
out very readily because it has been observed in all 
mammals that the degree of divergence is increased 
after death. An indicator of where the eye orig- 
inally came from—the side of the head. 

“But why should it roll up? If you will get down 
on all fours and look about you, 
you will discover that either you 
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the writer discourses as follows: 

“The vertebral column of the animal 
is placed about on the horizontal. The 
trunk is supported by four legs and the 
weight carried by the front legs is trans- 
mitted to more or less vertical ribs. 
Respiration in the animal, like that in 
man, is of two types—costal and dia- 
phragmatic. Costal respiration is ac- 
complished by swinging the vertical ribs 
forward—a movement not affected by 
gravity and requiring but little effort— 
and relaxing the muscles for expiration, Diaphrag- 
matic breathing results from contraction of the dia- 
phragm and caudal displacement of the abdominal 
viscera, with passive return assisted by gravity. 

“The assumption of the upright position resulted 
in several things. The support of the front legs was 
lost and they in turn must be carried by more or less 
horizontally placed ribs. The costal respiration means 
that not only must the ribs be raised against gravity, 
but the weight of the upper extremity must be lifted 
as well, and the traction of the abdominal muscles 
used in balancing must also be overcome. In dia- 
phragmatic respiration gravity assists in the inspira- 
tion, but this is in part counteracted by the tension 
of the abdominal wall.” 


Arriving at the third major calamity of the perpen- 
dicular position, we find that it concerns the di- 
gestive organs: 

“The digestive tract as the one great system direct- 
ly under the control of our mind is naturally long- 
suffering. We eat too much and too hurriedly, and 
we do not rest after our meals as does the animal, 
but try to keep an excess of blood in our abdominal 
vessels or cranial vessels or musculature at the same 
time. The consequence is perfectly apparent in terms 
of cerebral anemia. * * * 


“The function of the physician is selection of the 
unfit in an animal sense, and the majority of doctors 
realize they have a foe in the force of gravity. It is 
quite out of the question to select for a more rugged 
stock under the present system; it is equally impos- 
sible to eliminate the unfit. Much, however, can be 
accomplished by paying a little more attention to the 
body and regard one’s self as twins—the one just as 
important as the other. The cure can never come and 
we have adapted ourselves in so far as we are able and 
suffer but little except where disease enters. 

“Nature will finally assert herself, just as she does 

in the aged. The eyes be- 


must extend your head to the 
point of pain or your vision will 
be interfered with seriously.” 

“I might illustrate what | 
mean,” continues the author, “in 
this manner: When you look a 
cow full in the face, the «qw, will 
turn her head to one side for two 
reasons. First, she can see you 
better with one eye, and, second, 
she lacks interest and therefore 
attention * * * #£=You infer 
that here is a demonstration of 
the influence of mind over mat- 
ter, and the thought would prob- 
ably never occur to you that the 
cow sees you better with one eye than with 
two. Second, the cow prefers to move the head rather 
than the eyes, which you, with directly opposite tend- 
encies, readily translate into terms of embarrass- 
ment. 

“When you rose on your hind legs you found that 
it was easier to drop the eyes and set in your muscles 
of balance accordingly. If you question this, select 
your highest building and count the number of win- 
dows on the top floor from a position across the street. 
The reason for your neckache comes from the faulty 
adaptation in the balance of your 
head, and the reason for the eye- 


which nature intended us to as- 
sume, and for which we were 
constructed. That the balance 
of the head is poor is indicated, 
we are informed, by its tendency 
to nod when an essayist reads a 
paper. This scientific theory 
should be comforting to those 
who drop into slumber while the 
orchestra is playing Brahms. It 
is not at all a lack of musical 
appreciation. Oh, no! It is 
merely that man’s insistence up- 
on the perpendicular, when na- 
ture designed him for the hori- 
zontal, compels the head to 
droop, after which it follows 
naturally that the eyes should

Therefore, says this physician, 
he would preach a heretical doc- 
trine, which is: “Teach the chil- 
dren to look crosseyed while they 
are young, so that when they are 
older they may not suffer from an 
insufficient squint. Up with the 
chin and down with the eves!” 

Sufferers in common with the 
eyes are the lungs, concerning the 
tragedy of which, due to erectness,

gin to lose efficiency; the 
teeth must be replaced with a 
false set; the diet must be reg- 
ulated, and the exertion limited. 
This represents the unproductive 
third of man’s life as far as his 
body is concerned, while the ‘me’ 
part lives on and with skillful 
adjustment prolongs its useful- 
ness even to three score years 
and ten. 

“The upright posture is there- 
fore not without its decidedly 
bright side and the intelligent 
selection of the aged after all 
neither thwarts nor interferes 
with the laws of evolution as 
they obtain for animals. If we had not compen- 
sated for the errors in our anatomy in a more or less 
satisfactory manner we would surely not have arrived 
at our present advanced state.” 

Without the freeing of the hands, the author pro- 
ceeds, nothing could have been accomplished in the 
ascent of man. 

“Our hands,” he says, “after all are much like those 
of the monkey, and the chief difference, apart from a 
few little technical muscle separations, is to be found 
in the thumb. This digit is a relatively short member 
in the ape family and is rather firmly tied to the side 
of the palm. The amount of opposition is poorly de- 
veloped and in this it resembles the thumb of a baby 
closely. The trick of picking up an object with thumb 
and forefinger can be done by the monkey, of course, 
but crossing the thumb over the palm of the hand is 
impossible. : 

“It has been stated that man climbs his ancestral 
tree and that he carries on his person unmistakable 
evidences of his ancestry. Whatever the extrinsic or 
intrinsic factors may have been which prompted our 
remote ancestors to assume and maintain the upright 
posture, this much is true, that despite the myriads of 
years spent in readjusting the body to this unnatural

Lieut. Henri Farre, though not a com-

he considered his greatest victory 


RANCE has an airman who is neither a 
fighter nor an observer, in the generally 
accepted sense of the latter word. On 
many occasions, when there was a battle 
in the clouds, or when French machines 
departed on a bombing expedition, he 
has flown in company with his comrades, 

the fighters and bombers, but he has never fired a 

machine gun in his life, never dropped a bomb and 

never even has piloted a machine. 

This man, Lieut. Henry Farre, was present on these 
occasions merely for the purpose of getting “impres- 
sions.”” When the battle was over, or when the bomb- 
ing squadron returned from its raid, he descended, 
and as quickly as possible transferred to canvas the 
things which he had seen. He is the official painter 
of war.in the air for the Government of France, or, to 
use his title, “Observateur Bombardier au Group d’Es- 
cadrille de Bombardment.”’ 

It is a position and a title unique in the annals of 
warfare. Lieut. Farre is the pioneer of this brand- 
new art of painting war pictures from the air. Nor 
is his job a sinecure and as free from danger as one 
would suppose. Though nominally a noncombatant, 
he has darted and circled dangerously close to where 
machine guns were spitting and where anti-aircraft 
shells were bursting. Though he never has received 
a scratch in scores of engagements on the western 
front, he remarks: 

“T was lucky, that’s all. Many of the aviators fly- 
ing near me were killed or wounded.” 

Lieut. Farre is in the United States now, for the 
purpose of exhibiting about 130 of his paintings in 
the larger cities. The entire proceeds of the exhibi- 
tions will be devoted to support the children of French 
aviators who have. been killed in action. Shown along 
with the canvases are bombs and other weapons of 
aerial warfare, and as a piece de resistance, one of 
the fighting airplanes of the famous Capt. Guynemer, 
“ace of aces” of the French flying corps, in which 
he brought down many of his 84 German machines. 

Lieut. Farre was an intimate friend of Capt. Guyne- 
mer, whose career finally came to a glorious end on 
the western front. Indeed, the artist can boast of a 
close personal acquaintance with virtually all of 
France’s great airmen, living and dead. In New York 
the other day he gave, in Capt. Guynemer’s own words, 
as related to him, the story of what that great avi- 
ator considered his greatest victory. Here it is: 

“**‘One day I found myself alone, just hunting in the 
German lines,’ the ace told me. ‘Suddenly I heard the 
gound of firing.

me. I dived, I made a loop and I found myself under 
the tail of the German machine. 

“*T noticed that they were no longer firing. “Alas,” 
I said, “they have something wrong with the mitrail- 
leuse.”” And as I had no charge in my mitrailleuse, 
the thought came to me if I could only force them to 
the ground and make them surrender it would be a 
beautiful victory. 

“But I was placed in an awkward position, five 
meters under the German machine. All the same, I 
made a movement as though to aim and fire my mi- 
trailleuse. The observers, finding themselves at my 
mercy, unable any longer to use their arms, then threw 
up their hands in an attitude of surrender. Naturally, 
I was surprised and began to think how I could make 
them understand my’wishes, for we were still 501 
kilometers from the French lines. I ventured to make 
a sign to the observer, indicating that he descend in 
a certain direction.

“ “Without a sign of resistance, the enemy machine 
took the direction I pointed and descended quietly. i 
followed them closely, allowing them to turn neither 
right nor left, until we found ourselves over the French 
aviation field, 200 feet up. 

“*The German machine landed safely. I followed, 
You can picture the excitement of officers and me- 
chanics, seeing an enemy machine within its lines, in- 
tact, without a single shot fired. 3 

“*T got out of my machine, presented myself to the 
Germans and said: “I am Capt. Guynemer.” The 
Germans saluted and said: “Well, we have done all 
that we could; our machine broken, we could no long- 
er attack you; we are proud to have been conQuered 
by so brave a pilot.” I replied: “That is very good, 
but you might not have been so obedient nor so gilad- 
ly accepted my orders had you known that I was with- 
‘out ammunition myself—as helpless as you.” 

“*The expressions on the prisoners’ faces changed 
quickly. With rage, an observer, who was still in the 
machine, touched a button, and in a second the ma- 
chine was in flames.’ 

“For this Guynemer was cited in the orders of the 
day, and Guynemer afterwards said: ‘This is the cita- 
tion that I cherish most. It was the reward of my 
greatest victory.” 

Lieut. Farre also tells of the adventure of Capt. de la 
Tour: 

“In a conversation which I had with him once, I 
asked him what had been the most stirring event in all 
his aerial warfare. He cited the following: 

“*T had an adversary who was very adroit. I fought 
with him for 20 minutes before I could get into an 
advantageous position. You realize, of course, that 
the mitrailleuse is immovable, that you always have 
to attack the enemy head on in looking for a vulner- 
able spot. 

“The enemy, believing that he had escaped, 
turned on his wing, made a circle in order that he 
should escape the fire of my machine gyn, but I saw 
his trick and didn’t leave his trail; like a bicyclist 
after his trainer, I followed. I made the most of a 
favorable moment to give him a whole charge of fire— 
a full volume. Instantly, I saw that it had taken 
effect—his machine, aflame, whirled dizzily. This 
combat took place 6500 meters high. The machine, like 
a dead leaf, fell slowly through the fleecy clouds which 
hid us from the green earth. I was content with my 
victory, and yet I had a pang, and gave myself up to 
the thought that the enemy machine which had come 
to his rescue had come, alas! too late. [ then per- 
ceived the enemy machine coming into sight. 

“‘T was thrilled by my victory, and as I watched 
the enemy approach I had a pang and gave myself 
up to the human reflection that, like so many things

et AsAtehion of Armagh was convicted of 


_ treason and hanged, drawn and 
quartered in 1681 in connection 
with alleged “popish plot’ to over- 
throw Protestantism in the United 
Kingdom, which afterward was 
found to have been a fabrication 
imposed on English Government by 
one man—Prelate’s name is bright- 
est in history of his church through 
period of its persecution in En- 
gland andlreland :: :: :: 


FTER more than two and a quarter centuries, 
Clivea Plunket, Irish religious martyr, 
is to be beatified. Announcement of 
the step has been made at the Vatican, 
where St. Patrick’s day was celebrated 
by the reading of the beatification de- 
cree issued by Pope Benedict. His name 
having passed the severest test in the progress toward 
plenitude of honors, Oliver Plunket in due time will 
be canonized and take his place among the saints of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

Archbishop Plunket’s name is the brightest in the 
history of the Catholic Church through the period of 
its persecution in England and Ireland. He was ex- 
ecuted in connection with an alleged plot to overthrow 
Protestantism and establish Catholicism in England. 
The “popish plot” in which he was charged with hav- 
ing a part, and for which he was convicted of 
treason, was discovered afterward to have been an 
invention. 

Oliver Plunket was born in Meath County, Ireland, 
in 1629. He was connected by birth with families 
which recently had been ennobled. Among these’ were 
the Earls of Roscommon and Fingall and Lords Louth 
and Dunsanay. He was educated for the priesthood 
and attended ythe Irish College of Rome, where he 
made a brilliant record in philosophy, theology and 
mathematics. He became a professor of theology at 
the College of Propaganda in Rome and he acted as 
the representative of the Bishops of Ireland at the 
Vatican. 

Pope Clement IX appointed him Archbishop of Ar- 
magh and Primate of all Ireland in 1669. He first went 
to London, where he remained for a time, using his 
influence to mitigate the rigor of the anti-Catholic laws 
in Ireland. It was several months before he took up 
his apostolate in Armagh, sbut it is recorded that he 
entered upon his work with such extraordinary zeal 
that in four years he confirmed more than 48,000 per- 
sons. He underwent the severest of hardships to 
reach the people, seeking out their abodes on moun- 
tains and in woods, and often in his journeys sub- 
sisting on a little oaten bread. He achieved many’ 
things in the short period of comparative peace at 
the beginning of his episcopate, among his acts 
being the establishment of a high school at Drogheda, 
then the second city of Ireland, in order to bring edu- 
cation within the reach of the Catholic youth. 

The storm of persecution burst with renewed fury 
on the Irish church in 1673. Much of the persecution 
was in connection with the enforcement of what were 
known as the “test acts.” These were based on the 
principle that none but persons professing the estab- 
lished religion, which was Protestant, were eligible 
for public employment. Religious tests for teachers 
were also applied in universities, and remained in ef- 
fect there in some instances long after they had been 
dispensed with otherwise. At the University of Dublin, 
for instances, they were not-removed until 1873. 


The schools were scattered in Ireland and the. 


chapels closed. Archbishop Plunket, however, re- 


fused to leave his flock. Thatched huts in remote parts . 


of his diocese became his palace. Often, in company 
with the contemporary Archbishop of Cashel, he lay 
concealed in woods or in mountains, with scanty 
shelter. He tells in one of his letters of their hard- 
ships: “The snow fell heavily, mixed with hailstones, 
which were very hard and large. The cutting north 
wind blew in our faces, and the snow and hail beat 
so dreadfully in our eyes that up to the present time 
we have scarcely been able to see with them. Often 
we were in danger in the valleys of being lost and 
suffocated in the snow, till at length we arrived at 
the house of a reduced gentleman who had nothing to 
lose. But, for our misfortune, he had a stranger in 
the house, by whom we did not wish to be recognized,

hence we were placed in a garret without a chimney, 
and without fire, where we have been for the past 
eight days.” 

Writs for the arrest of Archbishop Plunket were 
issued repeatedly by the Government and at last he 
was seized and imprisoned in Dublin Castle in De- 
cember, 1679. 

The “popish plgt,’” for alleged connection with which 
he finally was tried in England, after failure of the 
Government to obtain a conviction in Ireland, was 
the fabrication of a man mamed Titus Oates and pro- 
claimed by him in 1678. He declared that men had 
been told off to assassinate Charles II of England, 
and that certain Roman Catholics, whom he named, 
had been appointed to fill all of the high offices of 
state, and that the extirpation of Protestantism was 
intended. Part of the plot, he said, was. to bring a 
French army to England and another part a proposed 
Irish revolution, of which the Primate would naturally 
ve the head. On the strength of his allegations various 
persons besides Archbishop Plunket were executed, 
among them Viscount Stafford. 

English historians themselves say evidence grad- 
ually arose that the entire story told by Oates was 


false and that the persons. who had been capitally - 


punished were all innocent. Oates, who had received 
a pension of $10,000 for his tale, was arrested, con- 
victed of perjury, heavily fined, pilloried and publicly 
flogged. He survived until the early part of the next 
century, generally despised but trying vainly to ex- 
ploit new alleged plots. 

Archbishop Plunket was executed at Tyburn July 11, 
1681. He was hanged, drawn and quartered. His 
body, except the head, was gathered together and 
buried in St. Giles’ churchyard. In 1684 it was trans- 
ferred to the Benedictine Monastery at Lambspring, 
Germany,’ whence, after 200 years, it was translated 
and enshrined in St. Gregory’s College, Downside, 
England. The head, in exeellent state of preserva- 
tior, was enshrined apart from the first, and since 
1722 has been in the care of the Dominican nuns at 
the’'r Siena Convent at Drogheda, Ireland. Pilgrims 
fro'n all parts of Ireland and from other countries go 
there to venerate the relic. 

Peatification, from Latin words which mean to 
make happy or blessed, now is only a step toward 
caronization, although the most important one. For- 
merly there was little difference between beatification 
and canonization, but under decrees issued by Pope 
Urban VIII in 1625 and 1634 they became totally dis- 
tinct acts. Canonization is the higher, being the sol- 
emn and definitive act by which the Pope decrees the 
fullness or completion of public honors. 

But for a few “exceptional” cases, the procedure to- 
ward canonization is in reality a suit at law, pleaded 
before the Congregation of Rites; which is a perma- 
nent commission of Cardinals, assisted bya certain 
number of subordinate officers and presided over by a 
Cardinal. The supreme judge in the matter is the 
Pope himself. The postulator, who is the mandatory 
of a diocese, or ecclesiastical commonalty, is the go- 
licitor. He must furnish the proofs, which are col- 
lected according to stringent rules. The promoter of 
the faith, popularly called the “devil’s advocate” (ad- 
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vocatus diaboli), is the defendant, whose official duty 
it is to point out to the tribunal the weak points of 
the case, 

The procedure is loaded down with formalities. The 
first decisive step is the introduction of the cause. If, 
by the advice of the Cardinals who have examined the 
documents, the Pope pronounces his approval, the title 
of “venerable” is conferred. Only if the claimant 
passes this part of the test successfully can the pro- 
cedure be begun which will result in the conferring 
upon tke “venerable” the title of “blessed.” 

This. part consists of three distinct proceedings: (1) 
To establish a reputation for sanctity, (2) to establish 
the heroic quality of virtues, (3) to prove the working 
of miracles. A favorable judgment on all three of 
these tests is called the decree du toto, by which the 
Pope decides that beatification may be safely pro- 
ceeded with. 

In the ceremony of beatification the essential part 
consists of reading the pontifical brief placing the 
venerable in the rank of the blessed. This is done at 
a solemn mass, celebrated with special rites in the 
great hall above the vestibule of the, basilica of St. 
Peter. 

The process of canonization which follows usually 
is less lengthy than that of beatification. It consists 
principally in the discussion of the miracles, usually. 
two in number, obtained by the intercession of the 
“blessed” since the decree of beatification. After a 
great number of formalities and prayers the Pope 
pronounces the sentence and indicates eventually the 
day on which he will proceed with the ceremony of 
canonization. This ceremony takes place with great 
solemnity in the basilica of St. Peter. . 

The extremely complicated procedure which is pre- 
scribed for the conduct of the cases from the begin- 
ning, in order to insure every opportunity to the ex- 
ercise of rigor and discretion, considerably retards 
the progress of the causes and necessitates a numer- 
ous staff. This circumstance, together with the cus- 
tom of ornamenting the basilica of St. Peter richly on 
the day of the ceremony, accounts for the consider- 
able cost which canonization entails. To prevent 
abuses, a minute tariff of expenses was drawn up in 
the pontificate of Leo XIII. 

At the reading of the decree for the beatification of 
Oliver Plunket on St. Patrick’s day, Mgr. O’Riordan, 
rector of the Irish College of Rome, delivered an ad- 
dress in which he said Ireland at last was paying a 
debt to the martyr Archbishop which it had owed to 
him more than 200 years. He reviewed Archbishop 
Plunket’s life and spoke of the religious struggle in 
the United Kingdom. 

“The Irish in the end obtained religious liberty for 
their brethren in England as well as for themselves,” 
he said, “although the struggle lasted until a time 
within the memory of some who are still living. It in- 
volved many sacrifices and the loss of life, while: for 
Ireland itself it meant the martyrdom of the nation.”

depending on his fate, he had come too late. And the 
machine moved downward like a leaf in its flight.’ ”’ 

Lieut. Farre has been on the western front ever 
since the battle of the Marne. At the age of 45 he 
became interested in air fighting, and after he had 
familiarized himself. with fighting machines he was 
rapidly promoted to the rank of ‘observateur-bom- 
bardier’’ and began: his work in this fresh field of 
art. Before the war he was a portrait painter, and 
because of this he has recorded on canvas not only 
battles in the air, but has been enabled to preserve 
the personalities of the airmen themselves. He has 
a large gallery of these portraits, among them one of 
Capt. Guynemer and William Thaw and Raoul Lufbery 
of the Lafayette Escadrille, who also are his frinds. 

The Lieutenant says, in talking of himself:

OT the least of the big sur- 
prises sprumg by the Ger- 
mans in this war was their 
bombardment and capture of Ant- 
werp, a city which theretofore had 
been considered impregnable. It was 
guarded by three lines of defenses, 
the outer commencing 30 miles away, in a circle of 
fortified towns. About 12 miles away was another 
series of towns and villages, and the territory between 


.these and the city was one vast network of de- 


fenses—reserve trenches, barbed wire entanglements, 
pitfalls for the cavalry, fields of pointed stakes and 
broad moats, alternated by high, grass-covered earth 
fortresses, bristling with guns. 


But, as in the case of Liege and Namur and other 
fortified towns of Belgium, nobody had reckoned on 
the enemy’s powerful siege guns, which allowed them 
to reduce portions of the city to ruins while they were 
still eight miles away. 


In the line of the Germans’ fire in these thrilling 
days was a hospital which had been opened by a con- 
tingent of nurses and doctors from England. They 
had volunteered their services soon after the war 
broke out and upon arriving at Antwerp had had 
turned over to them a fine building on the Boulevard 
Leopold. It formerly had been a Duke’s palace, but 
more recently a grammar school. For five weeks it 
was operated to full capacity, the nurses and doctors 
working constantly, with scarcely an hour for recre- 
ation in all the time. 


Then the Germans came. The story of what fol- 
lowed is told by one of the nurses in an anonymous 
contribution to war literature entitled: “A War 
Nurse’s Diary’ (Macmillan Co.). It furnishes addi- 
tional proof of the truism that not all of the heroes 
of this war are on the battle front and that women 
as well as men must come in for a share of the world’s 
plaudits when the battle for democracy is finally won. 


Towards the end of the.first week in October, 1914, 
she relates, the hospital staff was summoned and no- 
tified that any who desired to return to England might 
do so. Two nurses and a married man went—the rest 
remained. On the night of Oct. 6, she noticed that the 
streets were filled with hurrying figures fleeing from 
the doomed city. Then she says: 


“The city clock struck midnight, when simul- 
taneously we heard a boom far away, immediately 
followed by a new whistling scream, increasing in 
volume and intensity till it became the roar of a 
train in a tunnel. It skimméd over our heads, liter- 
ally raising our hair in its passage. This ended in a 
large, full explosion. Then all was silence for a 
breathless second—when the terrified roar of a wound- 
ed animal rent the air, like that of a great bull bel- 
lowing. A pistol shot followed, and silence ensued 
again.” 

The nurse and a friend, attached to the same hos- 
pital, packed their bags and hurried from the house 
at which they were staying to the side of their wound- 
ed. She continues: 

“Twenty minutes at most had elapsed since the first 
shell fell. Shells were now falling at two-minute in- 
tervals. Yet in that short space of time the whole 
of the third floor, about 50 wounded, had been quietly 
and methodically brought down on stretchers and 
placed along a network of underground passages. It 
was done in darkness because the roof of our house 
was glass. 

“About 2 a. m. all the patients had been settled be- 
low, with two night nurses, and the rest of us sat on 
some marble stairs under a colonnade until morning. 
As sleep was impossible, and the noise terrific, we 
just started singing “Tipperary,” “Dixie” and other

ragtime choruses to drown the explosions and buck us 
all up. 

“When morning came there was trouble in the 
camp. There were no servants. Just one dear old 
woman who worked gratuitously as cook. Even she 
was in tears, longing to go. Among our men were 
several Tommies with slight wounds; I explained the 
situation to them and they were fine—full of Cockney 
jokes and humor. I sent them all to peel the veg- 
etables for soup. We caught four noisy fowls who 
were intruders in our back yard, killed them and 
hung them up to the gymnasium poles to pluck: Each 
time a shell burst we just hopped inside, and when 
the pieces had scattered came out and went on with 
our job. We also colected the fragments of bread, for 
we felt we might be hungry before the end. I made 
four huge bread puddings and put them in the oven. 
The Germans had those half-baked puddings, like- 
wise the four chickens!” 

A shell had struck the gas works and the hospital 
was without gas. One of the medical students who 
had an uncle with Winston Churchill borrowe@#three 
London motor busses, and the nurses were told that 
while it was a most dangerous adventure to try to 
escape, some of the most seriously wounded must be 
saved, and volunteers to attend the patients were 
called for. The author and her friend promptly offered 
themselves.

Just at the 
last minute I remembered one of the pa- — 
tients who came in with the first batch. He - 
was precious because he owed his life to us 
and I wanted to save him, so I ran along to 
a glass house which at any minute be 


wiped out by a shell, and tried to drag 
along. It took some time. When we 
the front door the first convoy had 
Standing there, I watched a dwelling oppo- 
site, six stories high, come clattering down 
like a card house. The shell just went in 
at the roof and out at the area-grating, ex- 
ploding in the cellar. 

“It was now 12 noon; the Germans had 
cleared the town of civilians, they supposed, 
so they started in with howitzer shells and 
bombs from siege guns. The shrapnel was 
child's play beside these. Instead of one 
house, it was now a block of buildings that 
went high into the air in a thick cloud of 
dust and debris. The whole earth shook and 
it was impossible to hear people shouting. 
Our chief immediately went round to that 
omnibus garage and commandeered five 
more London busses. 

“As soon as the five busses arrived we commenced 
loading them up with our wounded. Those who ¢gald 
sit up were placed on top and the stretcher c y 
across from seat to seat inside. We formed a long 
procession, for there were five private cars as well. 
My car was the first to get loaded, and I was put in 
charge of the inside passengers. 

“One of the young doctors ran upstairs for his kit- 
bag; half way up, the wall suddenly collapsed, reveal- 
ing the next house in fuins. He left that kitbag be- 
hind! Even to the last minute patients arrived, chief- 
ly British. Just before we started a tall marine in 
a navy jersey and sailors’ cap ®as helped in. He sat 
in the corner next to me. All his ribs wére broken 
down one side, and he had no plaster or support. Op- 
posite me were two Tommies with compound fractures 
of the leg. I placed both legs on my knees to lessen 
the jolting. 

“The marine suffered in silent agony, his lips pressed 
tightly together, and his white face set. I looked at 
him helplessly, and he said: ‘Never mind me, sister; if 
I swear don’t take any notice.” Fortunately, they had 
pushed in two bottles of whisky and some soda siphons. 
I just dosed them all around until it was finished. 
Placing the marine’s arm around my shoulders, I used 
my right arm as a splint to support his ribs, and so 
we sat for seven and a half hours without moving. 

“How can I describe that journey to Ghent of 141-2

hours? No one but those who went through it can re- 
alize it. Have you ever ridden in a London motor 
bus? If not, I can give little idea of what our poor 


men suffered: To begin with, even traversing the 
smooth London streets these vehicles jolt you to bits, 
-while inside the smell of burnt gasoline is often 
stifling, so just imagine these unwieldy things bump- 
ing along over cobble stones and the loose sandy ruts 
of rough tracks among the Sand dunes, which constant- 


ly necessitated everyone who could dismounting and 


pushing behind and pulling by ropes in front, to get 
the vehicle in an upright position again, out of the 
ruts.. When you have the picture of this before

a penny bus ride, but wounded soldiers and sailors. # 


Upon the brow of many death had set his seal. All 
those inside passengers were either wounded in the 
abdomen, shot through the lungs or pierced through 
the skull, often with their brains running out through 
the wound, while we had more than one case of men 
with broken backs. Many of these had just been 
operated on. , 

“We started from the Boulevard Leopold at 3 in 
the afternoon. We arrived in Ghent at 5:30 next 
morning. For 24 hours those men had had no nour- 
ishment. 

“Leaving our own shell-swept street, which seemed > 
like hell let loose, we turned down a long boulevard. 
From one end to the other the houses were a sheet 
of flames. We literally traveled through a valley 
with walls of fire. Keeping well in the middle of the 
street, we constantly had to make detours to avoid 
large shell holes. 

“The only way to get out of Antwerp was across 
the Scheldt by a pontoon bridge made of barges, with 
planks between. It would not bear much traffic, so 
the authorities let the people and vehicles cross one 
by one, still looking at passports. For one and a half, 
hours we stood there waiting for our turn to come. 
Just after we were safely over a shell struck the 
bridge and broke it in half. 

“From Antwerp to St. Nicolas is about 20 miles. It 
was the highway of sorrow. Some people escaped in

But it was risky. Twice we went whooping ‘round a 
corner into a herd of lowing kine.

There is a high rate of exchange over here for Amer- 
ican gold. It’s a good sign of our strength. They 
give 20 cents on the dollar. On our return to town 
we changed our money (yesterday was payday), and 
I handed over $150 in gold coin and got back $180 in 
U. S. greenbacks, which is making money fast. All the 
boys think these people are crazy for giving so much, 
and they think we are nuts for spending so much, 
Just now the harbor is full of ships, yachts, tugs, 
chasers, gunboats, steamers and destroyers, and on 
payday the lads must drop thousands and thousands 
of dollars here. They buy souvenirs, gold rings, silver 
chains, earrings, swords, canes, anything. 
I have two gold rings and a sillier chain myself. 
Why do people send packages? Letters are what we 
want. And smokes. I will trade six pairs of hand-knit 
sox for a box of American cigarettes. Two sweaters 
(guaranteed to contain a sob in every stitch) for a 
package of smoking tobacco.
